One of the key election slots to keep in mind in 
this election-filled 1970 in Michigan i is for the state 


supreme court. 


This is always an important post in state 
government, because the seven robed justices 
interpret and apply. the Jaws approved by the 
legislature. In some cases, the jurists put these laws 
to uses which their backers in the jegislature never 
had in mind. 


But at any rate, the supreme court js a vital pert 
of state government. 


Members number seven. They are nominated by 
partisan nominating conventions, then run for 
eight-year terms on a non-partisan ballot. Any 
sitting justice running for another term carries the 
designation of “incumbent” on the non-partisan 
ballot, which is quite an advantage. 


Name recognition in the past has praved of 
much higher signifance than judicial temperament 
or legalistic training or any other facet of 
background in selection of judges by the voters; it 
is not always controlling, but it usually is very 
important. 


Under Michigan’s sew constitution, 
incumbent .justice can re-nominate himself simply 
by filing an affidavit that he wants to run again. 
This means that once on the court, the judge does

are Republicans. Justice John H. Vetnmers, who 
has been on the court since 1946, is expected to 
renominate himself by affidavit, but Justice Harry’ 
F. Kelley—former secretary of state and former 
governor~will not be running. Under Michigan 
law, he’s too old to run again. 


The Republicans are expected to nominate only 
one other candidate—probably Circuit Judge 
Edward Piggins of Detroit—and then to endorse 


_ Mr. Dethmers. 


Theoretically, they could nominate two new 
ones, and then have Mr. Dethmers, too, as a 
self-starter, and so have three Republican 
nominees in a five-man field; but politically, this 
would dilute Republican votes for any of them. 


The Democrats likely will pick their two 


‘candidates from among three of the better-known 


Michigan Democrats now around. 


Expressing interest in the nomination so far 
have been former Gov. G. Mennen Williams, once 
the king-pin of all Michigan politics; another 
former governor, John B. Swainson, now a circuit 


. judge in Detroit; and a former lieutenant governgr, 


T. John Lesinski, now chief judge of the State 
Court of Appeals. 


Any two of these three would make a strong

(remember the value of a good name?), and Paul 
L. Adams. 

The seventh member is Justice Eugene Black, 
who was a Republican attorney genera! st one 
time, then was nominated and re-noninated for 
the court by the Democrats, but now is properly 
considered outside either party. 


Republicans must hold both the Dethmers and 
Kelley seats to keep the present even split on the 
court; Democrats must grab only one seat to 
establish a majority, regardless of Mr. Black. 


The partisan overtone of the court is especially 
important in the 1970 election. That’s because the 
eourt very likely will end up with the job of 
drawing new district lines for state legislative seats 
in line with the 1970 census figures. 


Under the state constitution, the apportionment 


of legislative districts is assigned to a separate state 


commission, made up of two members nominated 
by each major party. If they can’t agree—and they 
didn’t even come close 10 years ago—the issue goes 
to the supreme court, and the judges apportion the 
legislature for the next 10 years. 


With shifts in population—largely reflecting 
population gains in suburban areas—changes in 
legislative district lines are certain all over the state 
to keep in line with the one-man one-vote edict.
